Allowable Subject Matter 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 10, 17, and 19 distinguish themselves over the prior art of record by delineating a 
server apparatus and a media data distribution method for allowing media data to be sent from a 
home page on a server to a device that is incapable of accessing the home page based on a 
request from a separate device. Although prior art systems deal with the requesting and 
distribution of media data, these system do not support the features claimed in independent 
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claims 10, 17, and 19. For more detail on how these claims are distinguished over the prior art, 
see pages 13-21 of the applicant's remarks dated 5/1/2006. 

Furthermore, the prior art gives no indication that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to create a system for allowing 
media data to be sent from a home page on a server to a device that is incapable of accessing the 
home page based on a request from a separate device in the way presented in the claims. 

Claims 11-16, 18, and 20-26 are allowed due to their dependence on the independent 

claims.
